Election/Restrictions 

Claims 2-4 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) 
as being drawn to a nonelected Species, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 10/06.05. 

Applicant's election without traverse of Species II, claims 1 and 5-10 in the reply 
filed on 10/06/05 is acknowledged. 



Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "144" has been used to designate both tie rods (page 15, 
line 4) and release wires (page 15, lines 12 and 14). Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application.

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: On page 12, 
line 1 1 "41" should be changed to "42"; on page 15, lines 8 and 24 "53" should be 
changed to "52" and at line 9 "shat" should be changed to "shaft"; on page 18, line 6 
"47" should be changed to "37" and on page 19, line 2 "154" should be changed to "146" 
and at line 3 "53" should be changed to "52". 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Ishimori (U.S. Pre-Grant Publication 2003/0106396). 

Ishimori discloses all of the claimed limitations including a displacement 
converter mechanism that comprises a pivotal cam member (right knuckle member 30, 
in figure 2) and a cam follower member (the pin attached to 31 inserted in the slot 35, 
paragraph 0041, last sentence.) 
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The applied reference has a common assignee with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5-9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure because it relates to four-wheel driven vehicles with means for 
disabling drive to one or more, but not all of the wheels or to vehicles that are steered 
by driving with interlocked manual steering.
